Magistrates take charge of 
spending for gov. operations

Surprise move comes on Budget is compared to a 
heels of budget warning ‘train about to wreck’ by 
by Co. Treas.

County Treasurer 
Tommy Phipps sur- 
prised members of the 
Morgan County Fis- 
cal Court at its meet- 
ing last week with a 
bleak assessment of 
the county’s financial 
condition, suggesting 
that throughout the re- 
mainder of the year, 

“the county may not 
be able to hold expen- 
ditures within the le- 
gal limit prescribed by 
statute.” 

Though Phipps’ 
analysis cited the 
court’s inherited debt 
service obligations 
and rapidly escalating jail costs as the 
main problems affecting the budget, the 
magistrates, in a surprise move of their 
own, seized upon the report to put them- 
selves in charge of day-to-day spending 
for government operations. It is the third 
time the magistrates have attempted to 
limit Judge Executive Tim Conley’s 
opperational control since he took office 
in 2003. Conley is a Republican. The 
magistrates — all Democrats — had no 
criticism to make about Conley’s han- 
dling of the budget and gave no expla- 
nation for their action when they voted 
unanimously to assign three of their 
number — Mike Gevedon, who is 



Conley’s opponent for 
judge executive in the 
upcoming election, 
Denzil Potter, and 
Frankie Spencer — to 
sign off on all day-to- 
day budget expendi- 
tures. 

In his report to the 
court, Phipps cited 
budget figures dating 
from 2000 through the 
current date, painting a 
dour picture of declin- 
ing budget revenues 
available to operate the 
county — from a high 
point in 2002 to a pro- 
jected low at the end of 
the current fiscal year 
that he said might require the court to 
impose “tighter controls on expenditures 
and the issuance of purchase orders.” 
Phipps pointed to a steady decline of 
available carryover funds (those mon- 
ies carried over from one budget year 
to the next) and noted that carryover cash 
has comprised more than 29 percent of 
the county’s annual budget over the past 
nine years. But since the beginning of 
fiscal year 2001, when carryover funds 
comprised 51 percent of the county’s 
2001-2002 budget, the amount of 
carryover money from one budget to the 
next has declined to a low of 3 percent

Friday is deadline for farmers 
to apply for Internet grants 



Grant applications to aid farmers in 
accessing the Internet via DSL, cable or 
wireless broadband service must be 
postmarked by Friday, October 27, and 
mailed to the County Judge Executive’s 
office at 450 Prestonsburg Street, West 
Liberty, Ky. 41472. 

Applications must be fully completed 
and a farm serial number must be sup- 
plied. Hand delivered applications will 
not be accepted. Delivery confirmation 
is highly encouraged. Applications can 
be found at the Morgan County Exten- 
sion Office (110 Court St.), the Morgan 
County Judge Executive’s Office (450 
Prestonsburg St.,) and farm stores. 

To be eligible for this program, pro- 
ducers must show proof of tobacco in- 
volvement with one of the following as 



documented proof: evidence of a past 
Phase II payment; evidence of enroll- 
ment in the Tobacco Transition Payment 
program; or an executed current market- 
ing contract for tobacco production. 

The grant will cover 50% of the cost 
of equipment and installation provided 
by a satellite broadband provider not to 
exceed $250 per producer and 50% of 
the cost of satellite broadband service 
for a period of one year, not to exceed 
$40 per month ($480.00 for the one year) 
per producer. The grant must be matched 
dollar for dollar on a 50% cost share 
basis. Receipts will be accepted from 
January 1 of 2006. Total reimbursement 
amount will not exceed $730. To be eli- 
gible for reimbursement on one year of

In Search of Intervention

My husband and I recently 
caught a reality program called 
Intervention on A & E, which fol- 
lowed a crack addict/alcoholic 
through the recovery process. We 
watched as the junkie railed 
against family support before ex- 
pert interventionists were finally 
summoned. 

Every episode of Intervention 
documents addicts’ struggles with 
various extreme compulsions, in- 
cluding using drugs, stealing and 
even shopping. Sadly, Interven- 
tion also records a growing 
American social problem: indul- 
gence. 

Since the 1960s counterculture 
and youth movements, many 
teens and young adults have prac- 
ticed the “if it feels good, do it” 
philosophy, which led to in- 
creased drug and alcohol use, 
unplanned pregnancies and sexu- 
ally transmitted diseases. Despite 
such dire consequences, numer- 
ous Americans remain more con- 
cerned with physical pleasure 
than personal or public safety and 



health. 

This dilemma is also evident 
at the local level. As meth labs 
and powerful prescription pills 
continue to multiply throughout 
Eastern Kentucky, many counties 
face a growing threat of drug 
overdoses, accidents and violence 
- especially among community 
youth. 

Fortunately, there is help. Op- 
eration UNITE (Unlawful Nar- 
cotic Investigation Treatment 
Education), which U.S. Rep. Hal 
Rogers founded in April 2003, 
has confiscated over $6.3 million 
in drugs throughout Southern and 
Eastern Kentucky since its estab- 
lishment. UNITE also supports 
drug courts, treatment services, 
rehabilitation and school counsel- 
ing. 

The Morgan County UNITE 
Coalition will sponsor an anti- 
drug prayer vigil 1:30 p.m. Sun- 
day, Oct. 29, at the MSU Center 
to conclude National Red Ribbon 
Week Oct. 23-27. UNITE urges 
the public to attend - and to seek 
intervention before it is too late.

Who Decides? 



Dear Editor, 

I am writing to inform the citi- 
zens of the area of a danger they 
and their descendants may soon 
face. I am writing on behalf of a 
close family member, Henry Bud 
Burchett. He now lives at Carter 
Health Nursing Home, due to de- 
mentia and other medical condi- 
tions which rendered him unable 
to take care of himself. 

Mr. Burchett was an honorable 
man who worked hard his entire 
life. He spent many years caring 
for his sick wife (now deceased). 
He was left with no children. My 
sister and myself were his near- 
est relatives, having been raised 
with Bud by our grandparents. We 
found him immobile and unable 
to feed or dress himself, and we 
obtained emergency guardianship 
through the local county 
attorney’s office. We were then in 
the position to provide the best 
care and protection possible. 

My sister and I accepted ab- 
solutely no compensation for car- 
ing for Bud. I had his Social Se- 
curity check forwarded to Carter 
Health Care, and a burial fund 
was then established ($61 a 
month) at Malone Funeral Home 
on Bud’s behalf. This fund could 
not be accessed by anyone, except 
in the event of Bud’s death for the 
sole purpose of paying his burial 
expense. 

These two payments com- 
prised all of Bud’s monthly in- 
come. He had no cash, and be- 
cause he had no formal will stat- 
ing his wishes, ajudge appointed 
an attorney as his lawyer. Al- 
though he told the attorney that 
Rhonda and Dee would take care 
of him, the attorney replied, “Mr. 
Burchett, we will decide who 
takes care of you.” 

Even though Bud stated his 
wishes and his family members’ 
wishes were only to provide his 
end of life care and funeral ex- 
penses, the attorney refused to 
allow the sale of his home, which 
would have guaranteed a trust to 
pay his future funeral expenses 
and was the only asset that he had 
to do so. 

The attorney refused bud’s re- 
quest to allow his family to care 
for him as they had been doing.

Social Security 
benefits increase 
3.3 pet. in 2007 

The Social Security Adminis- 
tration has announced that Social 
Security and Supplemental Secu- 
rity Income benefits for more 
than 53 million Americans will 
increase 3.3 percent in 2007. 

Social Security and Supple- 
mental Security Income benefits 
increase automatically each year 
based on the rise in the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics’ Consume 
Price Index for Urban Wage 
Earners and Clerical Workers 
(CPI-W, from the third quarter of 
the prior year to the correspond- 
ing period of the current year. 
This year’s increase in the CPI- 
W was 3.3 percent. 

The 3.3 percent Cost-of-Liv- 
ing Adjustment (COLA) will be- 
gin with benefits that nearly 49 
million Social Security beneficia- 
ries receive in January 2007. In- 
creased payments to more than 7 
million Supplemental Security 
Income beneficiaries will begin 
on December 29. 

Some other changes that take 
effect in January of each year are 
based on the increase in average 
wages. Based on that increase, 
the maximum amount of earnings 
subject to the Social Security tax 
(taxable maximum) will increase 
to $97,500 from $94,200. Of the 
estimated 163 million workers 
who will pay Social Security 
taxes in 2007, about 11 million 
will pay higher taxes as a result 
of the increase in the taxable 
maximum in 2007.

The city will use the PRIDE 
grant to extend sewer lines to 200 
homes within the city limits. In 
the grant application, the city es- 
timated that septic systems are 
failing at 50 of those homes. 

“I commend the city for pur- 
suing a sewer project that will 
benefit local homeowners, as well 
as the environment that we all 
share,” Rogers said. “Public 
sewer service is the most reliable 



Liberty’s first PRIDE Wastewa- 
ter Construction Grant. In March, 
the city was awarded $198,750 
through the PRIDE-U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers Section 531 
grant program to run sewer lines 
to the new West Liberty Elemen- 
tary School and 80 homes. 

The new grant can be used for 
any unserved areas in the city, 
said West Liberty Mayor Robert 
Nickell, who accepted the check 
at a town-hall type meeting at the 
Morehead State University West 
Liberty Campus. 

Around 100 local officials and 
citizens attended the event. Rep. 



more than $1.7 million to five 
communities in southern and 
eastern Kentucky through the 
Wastewater Construction Grant 
program this fall.

DEA kicks off national Red KSP steps up 
Ribbon Week Oct. 23-31 traffic patrols 



The National Red Ribbon 
Campaign has kicked off its 21st 
anniversary across the country. 
The campaign, which is the 
nation’s largest drug prevention 
effort, began after drug traffick- 
ers in Mexico kidnapped, tortured 
and brutally murdered Special 
Agent Enrique “Kiki” Camarena 
in March 1985. Officially, Red 
Ribbon Week will be celebrated 
nationally Oct. 23-31, however, 
several communities and school 
districts hold events throughout 
the month. 

The Red Ribbon Campaign is 
dedicated to helping preserve 
Special Agent Camarena’s 
memory and further the cause for 
which he gave his life, the fight 
against violence of drug and 
crime, and the misery of addic- 
tion. By gathering together in 
special events and wearing a red 
ribbon during the last week in 
October, Americans from all 
walks of life demonstrate their 
opposition to drugs. 

“This week our nation be- 
comes one large community uni- 
fied in taking a stand against 
drugs,” DEA Administrator 
Karen R Tandy said. “Holding 
this community together are mil- 
lions of red ribbons, worn 
proudly from Boston to Seattle, 
and from El Paso to Detroit. Over 
the past 21 years, the red ribbon 
has come to stand for many 
things: for honor - in remem- 
brance of the courage and con- 
viction of an American hero,

for fiscal 2006-2007, Phipps said. 

Phipps noted that county gov- 
ernment expenditures have ex- 
ceeded net revenues in every fis- 
cal year since 2002-2003, stating 
that on the current date (Oct. 18, 
the day of the court meeting), the 
county had only $4,200 of unre- 
stricted money on hand in the gen- 
eral fund. 

Phipps said most of the prob- 
lem as he sees it is directly attrib- 
utable to debt service obligations 
(restricted funds that by law must 
be set aside each year to retire 
bonds incurred by county govern- 
ment for various special projects 
and programs) and skyrocketing 
costs for the transporting, hous- 
ing, feeding, and medical ex- 
penses of jail inmates. 

He noted that his assessment 
was the first detailed budget 
analysis he had prepared and was 
apologetic for not having done so 
earlier. But he said, “The analy- 
sis I’ve done here shows the situ- 
ation that we’re in. It’s been com- 
ing for a long time and I think it’s 
about to catch up with us.” 

Speaking for the magistrates, 
who had no questions or com- 
ments when Phipps said he would 
try to answer anything else they 
wanted to know about his repoit. 
County Attorney Steve O’Connor 
said it appeared to him that Phipps 
had “painted a picture of a train 
that is about to wreck.” 

Judge Executive Conley 
agreed in part with Phipps’ analy- 
sis, but noted that in a number of 
respects, the spread sheets and 
graphs Phipps had presented to 
the magistrates and to the press 
did not present a totally accurate 
picture of the county’s financial 
condition and also failed to reflect 
the fact that most of the huge debt 
obligations enumerated in the re- 
port were incurred by the previ- 
ous county administration and 
were inherited by the present 
court when it took office in 2003. 

Conley agreed that meeting 
those obligations has placed an 
enormous strain on the budget 
throughout his administration. 
The county’s debt payments alone 
total $32,000 a month, he said. 

He reminded the court that of 
the $6,343,000 of debt obligations 
incurred by county government 
since 2000, just $698,000 (less 
than 10 percent of that total) was 
incurred by the present court — 
$83,000 to purchase cars for the 
sheriff’s department and to lease 
a new ambulance, $175,000 to 
buy mowing equipment for the 
road department and a car for the 
jailer’s office, and $440,000 to 
replace the worn out or unusable 
road department equipment inher- 
ited by his administration. The 
remaining $615,000 owed on 
these debts is being retired with 
funds the county is paid under a 
$170,000 contract with the the 
state for mowing rural roads, 
Conley said. 

The big long-term debt obliga- 
tions are $4 million in road bonds 
inherited from the previous 
county administration, Conley 
said, and they will remain an ob- 
ligation to be contended with for 
several years to come. 

Conley also said that Phipps’ 
general fund analysis listing 
$4,200 of available unrestricted 
funds did not include all revenue 
receipts for October. He agreed 
with Phipps that the general fund 
situation is not good, but said in 
an interview later in the week that 
he did not feel the situation is as 
dire as pictured by Phipps’ analy- 
sis. Budget transfers (borrowing 
money from various funds, in- 
cluding restricted funds, to meet 
budget overruns in another, do 
have to be paid back to their origi- 
nal funds by the end of the fiscal 



year, as highlighted by Phipps’ 
analysis, but Conley said he be- 
lieves the budget is manageable. 
He said monthly budget reports, 
by law, must be submitted by the 
county to the Office for Local 
Government in Frankfort to be 
monitored for budget compliance. 
“The court has not received any 
letters from Frankfort notifying us 
that our budget management is out 
of line,” Conley said. 

The action by the magistrates 
to divest Conley of his authority 
to make day-to-day purchasing 
decisions came after all other 
business had been dispensed with 
and the court was about to ad- 
journ. The motion by Magistrate 
Denzil Potter to select three mem- 
bers of the court to approve all 
future expenditures was seconded 
by Darris Smith, approved by 
unanimous vote of the magistrates 
and Potter, Gevedon, and Spen- 
cer volunteered to serve on the 
committee. 

“Let them go to it,” said 
Conley after the meeting. If they 
think they can do it better, it’s all 
right with me. They tried it before, 
but they were always eager to give 
it (the spending authority) back. 
It’s going to be mighty inconve- 
nient for them to have to come 
into the office and sign purchase 
orders every time we have to buy 
a mop or a piece breaks on a dozer 
and we have to buy a part. That’s 
not a very efficient way to have 
to operate county government.” 

Social Security 
benefits increase 
3.3 pet. in 2007 

The Social Security Adminis- 
tration has announced that Social 
Security and Supplemental Secu- 
rity Income benefits for more than 
53 million Americans will in- 
crease 3.3 percent in 2007. 

Social Security and Supple- 
mental Security Income benefits 
increase automatically each year 
based on the rise in the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ Consume Price 
Index for Urban Wage Earners 
and Clerical Workers (CPI-W, 
from the third quarter of the prior 
year to the corresponding period 
of the current year. This year’s 
increase in the CPI-W was 3.3 
percent. 

The 3.3 percent Cost-of-Living 
Adjustment (COLA) will begin 
with benefits that nearly 49 mil- 
lion Social Security beneficiaries 
receive in January 2007. Increased 
payments to more than 7 million 
Supplemental Security Income 
beneficiaries will begin on De- 
cember 29. 

Some other changes that take 
effect in January of each year are 
based on the increase in average 
wages. Based on that increase, the 
maximum amount of earnings 
subject to the Social Security tax 
(taxable maximum) will increase 
to $97,500 from $94,200. Of the 
estimated 163 million workers 
who will pay Social Security taxes 
in 2007, about 1 1 million will pay 
higher taxes as a result of the in- 
crease in the taxable maximum in 
2007.

GAMES. With their many 
chores and responsibilities, early 
American children lacked much 
play time. However, when they 
did play, they took part in simple 
games like the following - all of 
which many of us recall from our 
own childhoods in Morgan 
County. 

Hopscotch. An historically fa- 
vorite game, hopscotch in its tra- 
ditional American form dates 
back to the 19th century. A spe- 
cial diagram of 10 spaces is 
drawn - or scotched - on the 
ground (or chalked on a side- 
walk). A stone or “puck” is tossed 
from one space to another and 
after each toss, the player hops 
on one foot through the spaces 
to retrieve the puck, and back 
again. The first player who com- 
pletes the diagram, after every 
player has had an equal turn, be- 
comes the winner. 

Marbles. One of the oldest 
known games, marbles was a 
common pasttime among the an- 
cient Egyptians and later the 
Greeks and Romans. In early 
America, the game was played 
essentially as it is today. On the 
dirt a ring was scribed, with 
marbles being placed inside of it. 
Each player then used a shooter 
marble - lodged between bent 
thumb and crooked forefinger 
and flipped out with the thumb - 
to try to knock marbles out of the 
ring. 

Mumble-peg. Also known as 
mumble-the-peg and mumblety- 
peg, this was a game that began 
at a stage in a boy’s life when he 
had acquired a jackknife. The 
game involved a series of tricks: 



flipping the knife in a series of 
increasingly difficult ways so 
that it stuck each time in the 
ground; failure at a stunt caused 
one to lose his turn. The games 
was so named because the loser 
had to use his teeth to pull out a 
peg driven into the ground. 

Rolling Hoop. Dating from 
ancient times, rolling hoops was 
an amusement American colo- 
nists brought from the Old World. 
Hoops could be handmade but 
were commonly taken from old 
wooden barrels. A “roll stick” 
was used to keep the hoop trun- 
dling along, in a straight or twist- 
ing path, until it fell over. The 
game could be a solitary one, al- 
though hooping races were com- 
monly staged by the more adven- 
turous. 

Tug-of-War . Once called 



“Americans and English,” the 
popular game is centuries old. To 
play it, two captains were named 
who then alternately selected 
their players, until all present 
were chosen. A line was 
scratched in the dirt and players 
on the respective sides held on 
to each other as shown in the il- 
lustration. The game ended when 
one group successfully pulled the 
entire other group across the line.

Indiana town to be host for effort 
to turn manure into electricity 



Nick Carey of Reuters writes 
from Reynolds, Ind.: “Like many 
rural communities across the 
Midwest, Reynolds - surrounded 
by hog farms and corn and soy 
fields - has seen its fortunes de- 
cline in the past few decades, as 
residents drifted to cities in 
search of jobs. Now local offi- 
cials see hope in a project aimed 
at providing power using renew- 
able resources - primarily mil- 
lions of gallons of pig manure.” 

The state of Indiana picked 
Reynolds, population 547, last 
year as the site of a project called 
BioTown, and the initial phase 
involved promoting E85 - 85 
percent ethanol, 15 percent gaso- 
line. The town’s lone gas station 
installed such a pump last month, 
and the next phase involves tak- 
ing the town off the conventional 
power grid, notes Reuters. 

A pig can produce seven gal- 
lons of waste a day, notes Jody 
Snodgrass of Rose Energy Dis- 
covery Inc., and law requires 
farmers keep 520 days’ worth of 
waste storage since the weather 
is rarely good for spreading it on 
fields. The stink might be ac- 

Effort to protect 
food supply from 
terrorists begins 

The U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security picked the 
University of Tennessee’s Col- 
lege of Veterinary Medicine as 
the lead force in an effort to in- 
crease the ability of farmers and 
communities to protect the 
nation’s food supply from terror- 
ists. 

“Funded with a $2 million 
grant announced Monday, the 
program, through UT’s new Cen- 
ter for Agriculture and Food Se- 
curity and Preparedness, will 
reach across the agricultural 
spectrum, from crops to dairies 
to meat processors,” reports 
Duncan Mansfield of The Asso- 
ciated Press. “The first classes 
will be tried out this year in ses- 
sions in Tennessee, New Mexico 
and California. The program will 
roll out nationally next year. 
Some 34 sessions will be offered 
around the country, free to par- 
ticipants.” 

“We will be training industry 
folks, in particular, to assess their 
own facilities for vulnerability to 
someone coming in and inten- 
tionally contaminating their 
product,” said Dr. Sharon Th- 
ompson, center director. “Then 
we take it to the next step - what 
they can do to harden those tar- 
gets and actually move into a pre- 
vention perspective.” 



cepted, though. “These buildings 
sit on colossal tanks full of ma- 
nure,” Snodgrass said. “If we can 
turn it into power, these farmers 
won’t need so much storage 
space.” 

“Rose Energy, based in Ad- 
vance, Ind., is investing $7 mil- 
lion on three types of technology 
to turn pig manure into power in 
Reynolds. The main one is 
anaerobic digestion, where pig 
manure is mixed with waste like 
leftover food and straw. As it de- 
composes it produces methane, 
which is burned to generate elec- 
tricity. Rose Energy will begin 
construction work on the digester 
in 2007 and it will go into opera- 
tion in mid-2008,” reports 
Reuters. The Rural Blog wrote on 
BioTown June 5.

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Statewide prison escape 
notification plan enhanced 



FRANKFORT, Ky.— 
Through a partnership with 
Louisville-based Appriss Inc., 
developer of the VINE system, 
the Kentucky Department of 
Corrections has enhanced its 
statewide prisoner escape 
notification service. 

The notification system, 
AlertXpress, now allows 
individuals who live near 
Kentucky’s 13 state prisons and 



three private prisons to hear 
detailed information about the 
inmate in the event of an escape 
from that institution. When the 
escape notification system was 
launched last year, residents only 
heard a recorded message 
informing them of the date and 
time of the escape. Now those 
registered will know exactly who 
escaped, including a description 
of the inmate and their charges. 



Residents will still call the 
same toll-free number, 1-866- 
445-2867, to register and all those 
previously registered will be 
“rolled over” by Appriss onto the 
enhanced system. Residents can 
register as many numbers as they 
wish - for instance a home 
telephone, a cell phone number 
and a work number. 

The enhanced notification 
system also calls registered 
individuals when the escapee is 
back in custody. 

“This enhanced escape 
notification plan is a continuation 
of our plan towards ensuring the 
safety of residents of the 
Commonwealth and carrying out 
the mission of not only the 
Department of Corrections, but 
the Justice and Public Safety 
Cabinet as well,” said Corrections 
Commissioner John D. Rees. “We 
work diligently to make our 
prisoners safe and secure and 
want to do everything in our 
power to make the residents who 
live near our prisons feel as safe 
as possible.” 

Early in 2004, the Department 
of Corrections began exploring 
the idea of an escape notification 
plan when its LaGrange prisons 
attempted to update their lists of 
nearby residents wishing to be 
notified of an escape. Due to the 
number of residents who 
responded and the volume of calls 
it would require, it was not 
feasible for prison staff to 
manually make the telephone 
calls. Department officials 
approached Appriss President 
Mike Davis, who agreed to 
provide the service as an added 
component of its existing VINE 
contract. 

“The Kentucky Department of 
Corrections has been on the 
cutting edge of notification 
technology for more than 10 
years,” said Davis. “We are 
thrilled to, once again, work with 
the department to ensure residents 
living near state prisons have as 
much information as possible 
during an escape.” 

Kentucky became the first state 
in the nation to implement VINE 
in 1996. The victim notification 
service is now available in more 
than 1,500 communities in 40 
states.

KYTC Dist. 10 team wins 
statewide design award 



JACKSON, Key., Sept. 25 — 
An entry submitted by the Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet 
Department of Highways District 
10’s design team was chosen as 
the winner of an award for ex- 
cellence in statewide competi- 
tion. 

The award, for projects cost- 
ing less than $1 million to build, 
was presented at the recent 2006 
Partnering Conference in Louis- 
ville. 

The award was presented for 
the Key. 476 bridge spanning 
Lotts Creek in Perry County and 
was completed in 2004. 

“A number of unique factors 
presented themselves during this 
project,” said Linda Wagner-Jus- 
tice. District 10 chief district en- 
gineer. “The proximity of a rail- 
road bridge and the subsequent 
use of the old bridge’s abutment 
since it was tied to the railroad 
bridge abutment was just one of 
the design challenges,” Wagner- 
Justice said. “Dealing with con- 
taminated soil from a former gas 
station was another, and preserv- 
ing a nearby residence and deal- 
ing with issues arising from the 



relocation of their septic system 
was yet another. In the end, all 
these obstacles were overcome 
and we were able to design a 
project that replaced a narrow, 
substandard bridge with a safe, 
modern structure.” 

The district dedicated the 
award to Pete Craft, in honor of 
one of the original members of 
the design team who lost his 
battle with cancer before the 
bridge was completed. “In the 
district office, we have unoffi- 
cially called the bridge the Pete 
Craft Bridge in his honor,” 
Wagner-Justice said. 

The project began in 1994 and 
involved no fewer than five in- 
house designers. Current mem- 
bers of District 10’s design team 
are Corbett Coddle, Arid 
Squeaks, Barry Evans, and Brent 
Wedding ton. The district’s en- 
vironmental coordinator is Jeff 
Allen and the preconstruction 
branch manager is Chuck Allen. 

The award is named for Will- 
iam S. Gulick, a former Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet en- 
gineer, and is presented annually.

Recently, the Language Arts 
Department of Morgan County 
Middle School hosted a work- 
shop for parents/guardians of stu- 
dents in grades 6-8. The purpose 
of the workshop was to inform 
parents of the recent changes in 
Kentucky’s CATS assessment, as 
well as share strategies that will 
help each student be successful 
with the various types of writing 
required on this challenging test. 

Principal Darren Sparkman 
opened the evening’s events with 
a welcome to all parents in atten- 
dance, before moving to an ex- 
planation of the differences be- 
tween the federally-mandated No 
Child Left Behind (NCLB) as- 
sessment and Kentucky’s annu- 
ally-administered Kentucky Core 
Content Test (KCCT). He con- 
cluded his opening remarks with 
an introduction to Glenda 
Franklin, Writing Cluster Leader 
and senior Language Arts Teacher 
at the middle school. 

Mrs. Franklin utilized the re- 
cently-adopted Analytical Scor- 
ing Rubric to explain to the par- 
ents the types of written assess- 
ments students will encounter on 
the KCCT. The test features 
Open Response items at all grade 
levels, Portfolio requirements 
specifically at the seventh grade 
level, and a recent move of the 
On-Demand assessment to the 
eighth grade year. In addition, 
testing weights of each type of 
assessment have changed, with an 
emphasis on building a reading- 
writing connection, renewed fo- 
cus on grammar and the mechan- 
ics of language, and a totally re- 
vamped Core Content. Mrs. 
Franklin ended her segment of the 
agenda with a promise to con- 
tinue updating parents about all 
the changes as the State Depart- 
ment of Education fully imple- 
ments its revised plan. 

Sixth grade language arts 
teachers Mrs. Lisa Thomas and 
Mrs. Sabrina Back spoke to the 
audience about Open Response 
items and about Depth of Knowl- 
edge (DOK). While Open Re- 
sponse items are not a new type 
of assessment in Kentucky 
Schools, attempts to align state

testing with NCLB have moved 
some assessments to different 
grade levels. Mrs. Thomas in- 
cluded an overview of the differ- 
ent types of Open Response 
items, as well as verbs that are 
specific to each content area, be- 
fore concluding with focused 
strategies students could use to 
develop a proficient Open Re- 
sponse item. Sabrina Back spoke 
to the audience about Depth of 
Knowledge. This recent addition 
to state assessment provides in- 
structors with a framework for 
developing daily instruction that 
is not only comprehensive, but 
also rigorous. Instruction that 
addresses the four DOK levels 
will ensure that all students ac- 
quire the skills necessary to be 
proficient by 2014, the year es- 
tablished by the Kentucky De- 
partment of Education. 

Seventh grade language arts 
teachers David Frazier and Ellen 
Motley spoke next. Mrs. Motley 
gave parents an extremely useful 
packet of information that de- 
scribed ways that parents can 
ethically help their child develop 
the writing portfolio. Mr. Frazier 
emphasized that it is important for 
parents who work with their chil- 
dren on portfolio pieces to use 
questioning as a means of idea 
development, and stressed that 
the continued development of 
meaning in each piece is a vital 
component of the revision stage 
of the writing process. 

Eighth grade teacher Shellie 
Turner described the On-Demand 
portion of the KCCT. The infor- 
mation she shared with parents 
included a packet about the 
changes to this assessment, as 
well as a mention that this assess- 
ment is very relative to students’ 
lives, as it includes many real- 
world forms, and is often written 
to a specific audience that the stu- 
dent would like to address. David 
Cook, a new addition to the 
MCMS Language Arts Depart- 
ment, shared a proficient On-De- 
mand released item with parents 
to demonstrate the criteria neces- 
sary for proficient writing. 

By participating in workshops 
like these, parents can help their 
children succeed in any reading 
or writing task. In order to 
achieve proficiency, teachers and 
parents must work together to 
help our students. To further as- 
sist our parents/guardians, we 
have placed a number of writing 
resources on our school’s website. 
We welcome any questions par- 
ents may have and greatly appre- 
ciate those parents who were in 
attendance for the evening work- 
shop.

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Reasonable Patriotism 



By Dr. James R. Harrigan 

G. K. Chesterton, an English- 
man, remarked in 1922 
that ’’America is the only nation 
in the world that is founded on a 
creed.” That creed was given 230 
years ago by Thomas Jefferson, 
who wrote in the Declaration of 
Independence, “We hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all 
men are created equal” and “that 
they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable Rights, 
that among these are Life, Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness.” As 
Lincoln said one afternoon in 
Gettysburg, America was, and 
continues to be, the only country 
dedicated to a proposition. It is, 
in the truest sense of the word, 
exceptional. 

As such, it is difficult to com- 
pare America to other nations . . . 
nations which are largely defined 
by ethnic and geographic ties. A 
recent study conducted by the 
National Opinion Research Cen- 
ter at the University of Chicago 
points to this difficulty. The study 
attempted to measure the relative 
patriotism of 34 nations. Of those 
34 America was, perhaps not sur- 
prisingly, the most patriotic. 
Making matters less clear, Ven- 
ezuela was a very close second. 

But what is patriotism? Ac- 
cording to the study, patriotism 
can be measured as the sum total 
of positive citizen sentiment re- 
garding a short list of social 
factors: political influence, social 
security, economic success, sci- 
ence and technology, sports, arts 
and literature, the military, his- 
tory, fair treatment of all groups 
in society, and how democracies 
function. While this list can yield 
all sorts of interesting cross-na- 
tional observations, it cannot 
measure American patriotism.

because American patriotism is, 
in the end, the love of an idea. It 
is acceptance of the proposition. 
Patriotism virtually everywhere 
else is nothing more than love of 
a place. And be that love the re- 
sult of a fine literary tradition or 
a first-class soccer program, it 
differs in kind from the patriotism 
of an American as he reads the 
Declaration of Independence. 
Jefferson might have referred to 
this as self-evident. 



serve simultaneously as our 
founding principle and our defin- 
ing characteristic. And could we 
reasonably doubt the truth of 
Jefferson’s profession of human 
equality? 



Jefferson might also have re- 
ferred to American patriotism as 
reasonable patriotism. After all, 
the proposition, our proposition, 
would have to be true in order to 



Jefferson held that we are all 
equal in the one way that mattered 
in terms of governance: we are all 
equally human. Our equal rights 
flow from this basic human 
equality, and accordingly no one 
can rule over another without that 
man’s consent. With one sweep 
of his pen Jefferson dismissed 
kings, princes, and despots, and 
the political trajectory of the 
world was changed forever. And 



it was clearly changed for the bet- 
ter. Government from that point 
forward was a matter of right, not 
power. The world was imperfect 
in 1776, just as it is imperfect 
now, but from that day to this ev- 
ery form of inequality has been 
met with a Jeffersonian argu- 
ment. And that argument has 
been extraordinarily effective 
over the last 230 years. Lrom in- 
dependence in the 18th century to 
abolition in the 19th century to 
women’s rights in the 20th cen- 
tury, the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence paved the way to a more 
perfect union ... a more just 
America. 

The rest of the world simply 
understands these concerns in a 
very different manner. In re- 
sponse to the National Opinion 
Research Center’s study, Eric 



Wingerter, a spokesman for the 
Venezuelan government, said that 
many in Venezuela believe that 
President Hugo Chavez is foster- 
ing a new sense of national pride. 
“There’s been a real emphasis on 
rediscovering what it means to be 
Venezuelan,” he said. But what 
does it mean to be Venezuelan? 
There is no clear answer to the 
question apart from some refer- 
ence to the geography of South 
America and a shared history be- 
ginning with the fall of Gran Co- 
lumbia in 1830. 

What, on the other hand, does 
it mean to be an American? This 
is a question that can be an- 
swered, and the answer goes well 
beyond geography. To be an 
American is to accept the creed. 
It is to accept that some truths are 
self-evident, and these truths are 



the bedrock upon which all legiti- 
mate government rests. The 
American creed is thus the first 
principle of justice itself. Patrio- 
tism in America, then, is not the 
sum total of happy feelings that 
the American people have about 
a certain place. It has nothing to 
do with sports, literature, or so- 
cial security. Patriotism in 
America is the reasonable faith 
the people have in the truth of 
their founding proposition. It is a 
truth that remains self-evident, 
and America remains the land of 
reasonable patriots.
